REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1-4, 8-18, and 20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The examiner has found that the prior art of record does not teach or suggest or 
render obvious a method of generating one or more Ethernet frame having a maximum 
length and maximum payload from a Fibre Channel ("FC") frame having a frame length 
and for transmitting said FC frame over an Ethernet network to an intended destination. 
The major difference in the independent claims not found in the prior art of record is 
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wherein if the determining step determines that an FC frame length is greater than 
maximum payload of an Ethernet frame dividing the FC frame into at least two FC 
fragments, thereafter generating a storage transport layer field comprising the FC frame 
length and generating a first Ethernet frame comprising said storage transport layer field 
and said first FC fragment, generating a second Ethernet frame comprising said second 
FC fragment and transmitting the first Ethernet frame and the second Ethernet frame 
including the first and second FC fragment over the Ethernet network to enable the first 
and second FC fragments to be reassembled as the destination as set forth in the 
specification and recited in the independent claims 1 and 4.
